Fourteen y ear old Frank Grant, a 
y outh ful h orse th ief, wh o receiv ed 
th e insp iration 
of 
successful “ get 
away s” with h orses from th e p ages of 
th e p oisonous liv e-cent y ellow back 
nov els, was arrested in th is city y es­ 
terday about noon by Marsh all Price 
and Officer Pea. 
Th e boy stole a team of gray h orses 
from Dr. J. W. Webb of 4120 East 
Wash ington street, Saturday forenoon, 
and th e 
sh eriffs, 
p olice 
officers, 
members of th e Horse Th ief,Detectiv e 
Association and two friends of th e 
p h y sicians h ad been try ing to round 
up th e daring y oung th ief since Satur­ 
day . 
Th e p olice are of th e op inion th at 
th e boy 
belongs 'to an organization 
wh ich h as been successfully working 
in Indiana for sev eral month s, and 
th ey used h im to accep t temp orary 
p ositions in order to see h ow th e land 
laid in order to effect an easy “ get 
away . ” 
He admited being in Marion and 
Kokomo about th ree weeks ago, th e 
time a wh olesale arrest of a gang was 
made th ere. 
Wh en asked if lie knew 
about th e y oung girl wh o was leader 
of th at band h e smiled and said: “ You 
bet v er — sh e was a corker. 
But I 
only knew about h er. 
Th at is, sh e 
a* — I— I mean just read about h er.” 
His face flush ed up wh en h e made th is 
confession, and h e drop p ed h is h ead. 
A tier wards h e said h e meant h e was in 
Marion, Oh io. 
Th e boy was dressed in 
ch eap , ill- 
kep t suit of cloth es, and h is /ace and 
h andN were cov ered with dirt. 
Wh en 
arrested 
h e told a straigh tforward 
■tory , in an unconcerned manuer, and 
th e wh ole 
p rocceedings 
seemed to 
amuse h im rath er th an scare h im. 
He 
said: “ I went to work fer doc about 
th ree day s ago, an’ Saterday h e sent 
me out to h itoh up th e team. 
All of a 
sudden 1 took a notion to th at I'd like 
to go back h ome to Peoria, Oh io, so I 
jest p itch ed in some feed, an’ made 
oat.

Purtv soon I 
brough t up in a town called South ­ 
p ort, and after I asked sev eral p eop le 
about directions I turned east 
Wh en 
I got out of South p ort, th e h orses — 
th ey were noth in’ but th ree y ear olds 
—go tscared at a durn ‘bull and run 
off. Gee, I wuz*scared. 
I jest th ough t 
h ere’s wh at I get. 
I sup p ose I will 
get killed now. 
I tried to sop t th e 
h orses but th ey kep t on agoin’ like 
mad, wh en^all of a sudden th ey run 
into a telep h one p ole and broke th e 
p ole of th e buggy . 
1 didn’t know 
wh at to do^fer awh ile, but p arty soon 
tied th em and went ov er to a farmer's 
h ouse and giv e h im au awful stall. 
He was an easy mark, an stood fer my 
tough luck story about being in a 
h urry . 
And I was in a h urry ,” h e 
said laugh ing. 
“ I told h im I would leave one of 
th e h orses th ere aud th e broken buggy , 
i! h e would lend me anoth er buggy . 
It wuz all sunsh ine to h im, so I started 
to again driv ing th e best h orse of th e 
two. 
I didn’t mean to steal ’em or 
sell ’em, I jest wanted to make th e 
Oh io State line th en I wuz goiu’ to 
'v rite a ’ tell doc wh ere h is h orses 
/ere at. 
Th at nigh t >1 got to Green­ 
field, and I drov e out in th e country 
and stop p ed to feed th e h orse. 
1 went 
to a farm er’ h ouse, a ’ 
h e told me 
th ey were on my trail, and said I h ad 
better git, and git quick. 
He gave 
me a dime, aud me th inking th e jig 
wnz up . I started to run south th rough 
a field. 
By and by I come out on a 
road, and say . may be y ou th ink I 
wuzn’t Imligry . 
It wuz dark an’ 1 
went to a h ouse and th ey let me stay 
M arriage F act 
all nigh t. 
Sunday morning I got up 
in 12 marriages out of ev ery 100 one 
andjwalked about six mles to Fouu 
of th e p arties h as been married 
ba- 
taintown. 
I waited th ere till a freigh t ’ fore.

Mr. Pearsey , togeth er with th ree 
y oung ladies, wh o also resigned th eir 
p ositions, made p rep arations to go to 
Indianap olis,'and on th e day ap p ointed 
Miss Wisdom left suddenly for St.

Is Pro mised in Fran ce Un d er Unex ­ 


p ected Ord ers Fro m Ro me. 
Paris. Dec. 10.—France today seem s 
to face an alarm ing religiou s crisis. 
The report of the pope’s elev enth-hou r 
rejection of the gov ernm ent’s final 
proffer u nder which Catholic w orship 
cou ld be continu ed u nder the common 
law. tu rns ou t to be only too tru e and 
the deadlock now is apparently com­ 
plete. 
According to the holy fath er’s 
orders, declarations u nder the law of 
1881 are prohibited, bu t the parish 
priests m u st rem aiu in their chu rches 
u ntil driv en ou t by v iolence. 
The

confirm ation of

tion. both In gov ernm ent and Catholic 
circles. Cardinal Lecot. archbishop of 
Bordeau x , Archbishop Germ ain and 
others who already had adv ised com­ 
pliance with the law. hav e hastily in­ 
stru cted the parish priests of their 
dioceses that their form er adv ice is 
nu ll and v oid, and y esterday In all 
the chu rches of Paris, bishops and

Direct Benefit Accrues to Oil S hippers 
as Result o f Pro secutio ns. 
Washingto n, Dec. 10.—The annual 
repo rt o f Co mmissio ner o f Co rpo ra­ 
tio ns James R. Garfield devo tes spe­ 
cial attentio n to the investigatio ns o f 
the transpo rtatio n o f o il and the o per­ 
atio ns o f the Standard Oil co mpany . 
“During the investigatio n o f the o il 
industry ," say s the repo rt, “it was dis­ 
co vered that a very widespread sy s­ 
tem o f railway discriminatio ns ex ist­ 
ed in favo r o f the Standard Oil co m­ 
pany , affecting a very large pro po r­ 
tio n o f the co untry and resulting sub­ 
stantially in giving to the Standard 
Oil co mpany an o verwhelming advan­ 
tage in transpo rtatio n in almo st all 
sectio ns o f the co untry ; that this sy s­ 
tem had been in ex istence fo r a num 
ber o f y ears and that largely by vir­ 
tue o f it the Standard had been able 
to restrict o r eliminate co mpetitio n 
thro ugho ut many parts o f the co untry 
and thereafter reap the benefits o f 
mo no po ly . 
The railway discrimina­ 
tio ns to o k vario us fo rms, o ften very 
Ingenio us in their nature, and so skill­ 
fully co ncealed that their ex istence 
was very rarely suspected even by the 
active co mpetito rs o f the Standard, 
altho ugh such co mpetito rs knew that 
in general they were do ing business 
*at a disadvantage." 
During the fiscal y ear indictments 
co ntaining 8 ,19 3 co unts were returned 
by the vario us grand Juries, as the re­ 
sult o f this investigatio n.

He claims to have 15,000 rifles at his 
dispo sitio n.
